NoDunkerque 
in Korea 
Says Army 


Washington, July 14 —W)— An 


army spokesman said today that 
American troops in Korea "are not 
being slaughtered" and "there is 
no dunkerque in sight" there. 


In the morning briefing session 


at the Pentagon the army Officer 
told reporters: 


"There isn't any 'doubt "In 
the 


world that we are going to hold. 


"Sure we are. But it takes time 


to build up an'offensive. We have 
got the means to handle the sit 
uation. 


"But of course it's 
embarras- 


ing — and awfully tough on the 
seople who are up there on the 
;rindstone." 


By his reference to Dunkerque, 


he officer meant there is no sign 
he Americans are being forced to- 
ward a hasty withdrawal such as 
!aced Allied troops rescued from 
,he beaches before the swift Ger- 
man advance to the sea in Europe 
n World War II.

North Korea, telling them he would 
be grateful for them to consider 
the possibility of such assistance, 
"including comljat forces, particu- 
larly ground forces." 


He expressed hope it will not 


take more than three to six motnhs 
to end .the war in Korea, but said 
the full extent of all concerned is 
necessary. 


Lie made no comment when

held at the Hague, in Holland, in 
1907. There it was agreed all pris

was held at Geneva in 1929. Forty 
seven nations took part in that.
